Orophernes proved to be an 
oppressive ruler. From the monies he extorted from his subjects he deposited 
400 talents with the city of Priene in Ionia. Ariarathes soon reclaimed his throne 
with the support of Attalus II of Pergamum. Ariarathes demanded that Priene 
return the 400 talents to Cappadocia. When Priene refused, Ariarathes and 
Attalus sacked the city in revenge. Orophernes’ emission of tetradrachms first 
became known in 1870, when six specimens were discovered beneath the 
pedestal of the statue of Athena Polias at Priene. The superb quality of the 
portrait, one of the finest in all of Hellenistic coinage, inspired speculation that 
the tetradrachms were actually minted in Priene. A foreign origin for Orophernes’ 
tetradrachms is certainly plausible, since the Cappadocian kingdom had not 
yet inaugurated the regular production of silver coinage and obviously lacked 
the necessary technical expertise. However it is possible that Orophernes 
commissioned his portrait die from an eminent artist and imported workmen to 
strike the tetradrachms in Cappadocia. This coin, which is a plate coin in the 
100 Greatest Ancient Coins, is almost mythical for its importance and rarity. It 
has long been considered by scholars and connoisseurs as being the greatest 
of all Hellenistic portraits.

Thus Caius was closely connected with the great men and momentous events 
of the years 44-42 BC. According to Grueber in BMCRR II p. 471 note and 
Sear, this very rare denarius, whose obverse refers to the province that Caius 
was trying to occupy, may have been struck in Apollonia during the siege by 
Brutus. A classic rarity of the Imperatorial series. Ex Munzhandlung Basel 
Ex UBS, Auction 78, 9-10 Sept 2008, lot #1122, Gillardi Collection.

painstakingly produced by the Romans within 45 years of the crucifixion, which 
most likely occurred in 33 A.D. The Romans had a specific way of producing 
nails. These nails, had they not been discovered in an archeological context could 
not have been distinguished from the nails used in Judea at that fateful time. 
These Roman nails were discovered in 1961 by Professor Richmond who was 
excavating at the site of the fortress known as Inchtuthil. The nails were sent 
to Julius Agricula by 78 A.D. at the latest to aid him in the Roman war against 
the Caledonians in Scotland. The Roman general, Julius Agricula, commanded 
one of only 27 Roman legions, the XX, which later was responsible for building 
Hadrian’s Wall. The fortress housed 5500 men who were successful in defeating 
the fierce Caledonians who used immense swords and small shields made of 
iron as their primary weapons. In 84 A.D., because of jealously by the Roman 
emperor Domitian and trouble with the German tribes, Agricula was recalled 
to Rome, the legion dispatched to Germany and the fortress at Inchtuthil was 
ordered dismantled and moved to Germany. Because of some transport problems 
750,000 of the nails had to buried on site to keep them from the Caledonians who 
valued iron more than silver or gold. The Romans were so successful that the 
nails remained undetected for 1900 years. The bulk of the nails are in the national 
museum of Scotland. Those in our possession were sent for analyses and later 
exported to us from the United Kingdom with an official permit naming these as 
nails of Inchtuthil. These are the only nails from antiquity that can be exactly dated.
